1890.)  V^ery  large;  semi-double,  one  of  the 
darkest  being  a deep  purple  garnet  red,  very 
brilliant  flower  on  tall,  stiff  stems,  where  its 
height  and  color  make  it  very  attractive.  Con- 
sidered one  of  the  finest  early  reds.

AUGUSTE-DESSERT.  (Dessert  1920.)  Cup 
shaped  flower  of  fine  form,  with  rounded  petals, 
velvetish  crimson  carmine,  very  brilliant,  with 
silky  reflex  and  often  streaked  white,  very 
large  silvery  border;  visible  stamens  inter- 
mixed with  the  petals  in  many  flowers.  A 
superb  variety,  awarded  certificate  of  merite 
at  the  Paris  show  (June  2,  1920).

Very 
large,  creamy  white,  center  slightly  flecked 
red;  tall,  erect  grower;  pleasant  fragrance; 
midseason.

Compact,  large 
crown  shape,  milk-white  center,  shaded  ivory, 
tinged  lilac;  tall,  vigorous,  strong  grower;

Very 
large,  semi-rose  type.  Petals  arranged  like  a 
water  lily.  Cream  white,  deepening  to  pale 
3"ellow.  Tall,  vigorous,  free  blooming.  Late. 
Very  desirable.

AMA-NO-SODE.  (Jap.)  A striking  Japanese 
novelty  of  immense  size.  Bright  rose,  shading 
lighter  toward  the  edge  of  the  petals.  A per- 
fect beauty.

AMBROISE  VERSCHAFFET.  (Calot  1886.) 
A large  cup-shaped  bloom,  deep  crimson  pur- 
ple.

ARMANDINE  MECHIN.  (Mech.  1880.)  Large, 
medium,  compact,  flat,  semi-rose  type.  Violet- 
crimson,  showing  stamens.  Medium  strong, 
spreading  habit,  free  bloomer.  Midseason.

ARLEQUIN.  (Dessert  1921.)  Variety  of  form 
and  tint  very  variable;  many  flowers  are  of  the 
Japanese  type,  whereas  the  vigorous  stems  pro- 
duce full  flowers.  Broad  guard  petals  clear 
purplish  pink  splashed  silvery  white,  center 
salmon,  pink  and  yellow,  very  elegant  variety.

ARTHEMISE.  (Cal.  1861.)  Large,  compact, 
crown.  Guards  and  crown  light  violet-rose, 
collar  very  pale  pink.  Crown  prominent,  in- 
closing narrow  center  petals.  Fragrant.  Strong, 
upright,  free  bloomer.  Midseason.  Extra.

8.6  ASA  GRAY.  (Crousse  1886.)  Large,  compact 
flower.  Pale  lilac  sprinkled  with  darker  dots. 
Very  distinct  and  beautiful;  also  flesh,  sprin- 
kled carmine.  Very  fragrant.

7.3  ATROSANGUINEA.  (Calot  1858.)  Large,  full 
bloom  of  purplish  scarlet,  shaded  deep  violet. 
Vigorous,  good  bloomer.

Dark 
violet  rose.  Extra  large;  compact;  globular. 
Strong  grower.  Very  late.  Fragrant.

brilliant  solferine  red,  silvery  reflex.  Medium 
to  large,  bomb  shape;  show^^  bloom;  medium 
height.

AUGUSTE  MIELLEZ.  Large  blooms  in  clus- 
ters, clear  lilac  and  purple,  center  chamois  and 
lilac,  very  strong  grower,  extra.

8.7  AVALANCHE.  (Crousse  1886.)  Large,  com- 
pact, ivory  white  bloom  of  fine  quality,  some- 
times splashed  with  crimson.  Highly  built  in 
center.  Fragrant.  Midseason  to  late.

8.0  AURORE.  (Dessert  1904.)  Loosely  formed, 
cup  shaped  bloom.  Milky  white.  Stamens 
visible,  giving  the  flower  a golden  light.  Late.

7.9  AVIATEUR  RAYMOND.  (Dessert  1915.)  Large 

and  beautiful  flower,  very  bright  cherry  red, 
shaded  garnet  and  brilliant  amaranth;  very 
showy.

9.0  BARONESS  SCHROEDER.  (Kelway  1889.) 

Flesh  white,  fading  to  milk  white.  Large,  glob- 
ular, rose  type.  Very  fragrant.  Tall,  strong, 
free  bloomer.  One  of  the  best.

8.7  BAYADERE.  (Lemoine  1910.)  Large,  loose, 
globular  flowers.  Creamy  white  with  golden 
heart.  Very  distinct.  Midseason.

BEATRICE  KELWAY.  Guard  petals  fine  pure 
rose  color,  with  narrower,  center  petals  deep 
rose  shaded  yellow.  Late.

BELLE  DOUAISIENNE.  (Cal.  1861.)  Large, 
globular,  compact,  rose  type.  Hydrangea-pink, 
center  prominently  flecked  crimson.  Very  fra- 
grant. Midseason.

7.5  BELISAIRE.  (Lemoine  1901.)  Large,  cup- 
shaped bloom.  White  splashed  with  lilac  giv- 
ing a total  effect  of  a very  distinctly  tinted 
flower.  Sometimes  shows  crimson  flecks. 
IMidseason.

7.0  BERLIOZ.  (Crousse  1886.)  Light  carmine  rose, 

tipped  silver.  Large,  compact,  globular.  Strong 
grower.  Medium  height.  Midseason.

BLUE  BIRD.  (Kelway.)  Violet;  this  variety 
has  more  blue  in  it  than  any  kind  we  know. 
Quite  distinct.  (Will  a blue  Pseony  ever  be 
possible?)  Shape,  a ball  of  petaloids  and  a 
broad  guard  petal.

BOY  KELWAY.  (Kelway.)  Wonderfully  beau- 
tiful flower  of  a dark  shade  of  rose,  contrast- 
ing well  with  the  narrow,  straight  yellow  cen- 
ter petals.  A gem.

8.0  BOULE  DE  NEIGE.  (Calot  1862.)  Milk  white, 

flecked  with  crimson.  Very  large,  globular 
and  compact;  tall,  erect  growth.  Early  mid- 
season. (Similar  but  earlier  than  Mons.  Du- 
pont.)

CANDEUR.  (Dessert.)  Large,  globular,  deli- 
cate silvery  pink,  slightly  tinged  lilac  rose, 
fading  to  nacred  white,  center  flecked  with 
carmine.  Vigorous  grower  and  fine,  clear, 
green  foliage.

7.1  CANDIDISSIMA.  (Cal.  1856.)  Full,  double,  rose 

type.  Pure  white  with  sulphur  center;  car- 
pelodes  in  center  tipped  green.  Tall,  vigorous; 
free  bloomer.  Early.

CAPTAIN  ALCqCK.  (Kelway  1920.)  Very 
handsome  combination  of  rosy  purple  and  gold. 
The  guard  petals  and  petaloids  being  of  the 
richest  shade  of  rosy  purple,  the  latter  edged 
with  golden  yellow.  Dwarf  habit,  very  useful 
for  beds  and  borders.  Free  flowering.

7.8  CARNEA  ELEGANS.  (Calot  i860.)  Lilac  white 
with  amber  white  center,  flecked  with  crimson. 
Large,  compact,  rose  type.  Fragrant,  midsea- 
son; medium  height.

CARNEA  TRIUMPHANS.  (Guerin  1852.)  Very 
large,  full  bloom,  fleshy  pink,  shaded  amber 
white  and  salmon,  flecked  with  carmine,  very 
strong  grower,  extra.

CECILIA  KELWAY.  (Kelway.)  Flesh;  grand 
outside  petals,  striped  carmine;  very  sweetly 
scented  and  very  fine  flowers.

CHARLEMAGNE.  (Crousse.)  Rosy  white, 
shaded  lilac  and  chamois.  Very  full  and  well- 
rounded  bloom.  Opens  very  slowly  and  lasts 
well.  Fragrant  and  exquisite  when  in  perfec- 
tion, but  cannot  stand  a great  deal  of  wet 
weather.  Very  late  variety.

8.6  CHERRY  HILL.  (Thurlow  1915.)  Very  deep 
garnet,  yet  with  a sheen  which  makes  it  espe- 
cially noticable  in  a collection;  in  blooms  not 
fully  developed  stamens  are  visible.  Stems 
long,  from  four  to  four  and  a half  feet,  and 
very  erect.  It  shows  at  its  best  in  the  garden 
where  the  glowing  flowers  are  visible  from  a 
distance.  Awarded  Silver  Medal  by  Mass. 
Hort.  Society.

8.4  CHESTINE  GOWDY.  (Brand  1913.)  A strik- 
ing specimen  of  the  cone-shaped  peony.  Shell 
pink  with  cream  colored  collar.  Fragrant. 
Good  bloomer.  Very  late.

8.7  CLAIRE  DUBOIS.  (Crousse  1886.)  Very  large 
flower  of  globular  type.  Uniform  color  of 
deep  violet  rose  with  silvery  tips.  Erect,  tall, 
and  strong  grower.  Extra  good.

8.5  CLAIRETTE.  (Dessert  1905.)  Tall,  strong 
stems  with  dark  green  foliage  bearing  very 
large  pure  white  flowers.  The  petals  are  long 
and  silky  and  the  center  mass  of  stamens  is 
bright  3"ellow.

Earge  semi- 
rose type.  Pure  white  with  a ring  of  yellow 
stamens  around  a tuft  of  center  petals,  tipped 
carmine.
